Einar med en 
kammerat kommer fra dansen. Et 
stykke fra Einars hjem setter de sig 
ned ved veikanten og prater. Einar 
siger til sin kammerat: “Jeg tror jeg 
vil reise tilsjøs nu, hyrerne er saa 
gode.” Kammeraten svarer: “Da maa 
du først omvende dig, for det er 
farefuldt paa havet i disse tider.” 

Livets og dødens alvor griper dem 
begge, og Einar svarer at det er like- 
saa nødvendig for kammeraten at bli 
frelst. De blir begge enige om at 
søge Gud der med engang, men 
hvorledes skulde det skje? “Far kan 
hjelpe oss”, sa Einar, “La oss gaa 
hjem til ham.” 

De kommer hjem til Einars far, 
vekker ham og siger at han maa 
hjelpe dem at faa fred med Gud. Fa¬ 
ren blir saa overrasket at han knapt 


kan fatte hvad de siger. Spørger 
hvad som har bevæget dem til det, 
om der hadde hendt noget paa dan¬ 
sen eller en ulykke paa sjøen.

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KRIG OG BØKER 


Redaktøren mottar hver uke en 
bulletin (“News of Norway”) fra 
Washington D.. C., utgit av den kon¬ 
gelige norske regjerings presserepre¬ 
sentant i U. S., og indeholdende auto- 
ritetsmæssige nyheter angaaende 
tilstanden i hjemlandet. En av disse 
beretter at en grundig husrengjøring 
paagaar i Norge paa literaturens 
omraade. Bøkér av flere hundrede 
forfattere som ikke er i sympati med 
nazidømmets vilkaarlige voldsmeto- 
der er allerede kastet paa dyngen. Til 
disse er nylig lagt beretningen om 
kronprinsparets besøk i stateme for 
to aar siden. 

Enskjønt ovennævnte tema vel lig¬ 
ger noget utenom Hyrdens egentlige 
ramme, ønsker vi at gjøre nogen faa 
bemerkninger. 

Tyngden av den veldige krigsma¬ 
skin som det tyske folk under mange- 
aarig besatt ledelse har bygget op 
med verdenserobring for øie brøt 
fjor som et u var slet og uimotstaaelig 
jordskred løs over det forholdsvis 
hjelpeløse Norge som hadde gjort alt 
hvad gjøres kunde for at bevare sin 
nøitralitet. Efter fulde to maaneders 
haardnakket kamp mot overmakten 
maatte de tapre forsvarere tilslut 
heise det hvite flagg. 

Men med overlegen kraft at slaa 
en mand i bakken er een ting; at faa 
bugt med hans moralske motstand og 
uvilje noget ganske andet. Det for- 
staar Hitler bedre end de fleste. 
Vaabnenes nedlæggelse betegner bare 
begyndelsen av den langt mere 
avgjørende opgave: at trampe selve 
den norske folkesjæl i støvet. Dertil 
kræves omhyggelig opsyn med den 
aandelige føde som staar til folkets 
raadighet. I materiel henseende kan 
Norge ganske visst baade plyndres 
og utarmes av en storstilet og hen¬ 
synsløs røverbande i besittelse av et 
nærsagt uuttømmelig forraad av mo¬ 
derne krigsvaaben, men noe virkelig 
samarbeide med befolkningen kan 
der ikke bli tale om før folkesjælens 
utvikling er blit ført ind paa nye — 
for ransmennene mere fordelaktige- 
spor. 

La derfor ingen tenke at dette 
skarpøiede opsyn med hvad folk leser 
og skriver er av mindre betydning. 
Det er tvertimot av samme dæmonis- 
ke oprindelse som det militære atten¬ 
tat, og dirigeres av den samme aand 
som spredte død og ødelæggelse ut 
over fredelige og vergeløse landsbyg- 
der. 

At bokhyldeme ransakes og delvis 
tømmes for at skaffe rum for ufor¬ 
falsket nazilære er derfor intet min¬ 
dre end begyndelsen av “Den Nye 
Ordens” aandelige trældom som har 
til hensikt en planmessig utryddelse 
av det eiendommelige nationale i 
tenkemaate og livsanskuelse som er 
ethvert frit folks drivfjer og bæren¬ 
de kraft. Men hvad Norge angaar tør 
vi trygt profetere at Herr Hitlers 
haandlangere vil støte paa en bøige 
likesaa staalsat som de hidtil altfor 
faatallige Krag-Jørgensen kuler, for 
frihetstrangen har vært det norske 
folks særkjende fra arilds tid, og vil 
under Guds naadige forsyn saavisst 
tilslut triumfere ogsaa over disse 
dages tragiske skjærsild.

ly well.

May 194t find us giving our “First- 
fruits” to the Lord both earlier in 
and throughout the year, through 
faithful participation in all activities 
sponsored for the purpose of advan- 
cing God’s kingdom in our midst.

The Lingjerde Plan of Christian 
Instruction 


This plan was put into operation 
in Ryley for two weeks. At our 
District Church Meeting in Edmon¬ 
ton in 1939 the following resolution 
was adopted: 

“We recommend that the plan of 
securing a parochial school teacher 
for a number of congregations, as 
outlined by Miss Lingjerde, be com- 
mended to our congregations”. 

Little has been done about it since 
that time. Mrs. G. Loken, formerly 
Miss Lillian Lingjerde, spent two 
weeks in Ryley in conducting Chris¬ 
tian instruction each day after school. 
Her Services in Ryley brought much 
blessing. 

What was the result in Ryley? It 
was beyond our expectations. About 
fifty children were enrolled during 
this period. Average attendance was 
about 40 per day. Children from 
many denominations took advantage 
of this special privilege. Naturally 
the majority were Lutherans. 

It is our sincere hope that this plan 
may become a reality in our district. 
It would be splendid if a teacher could 
spend full time in going from school 
to school in carrying out this splen¬ 
did and workable plan.

Though we may claim that we loth 
and shun popularity, that we are no 
publicity seekers, that we do not 
care one iota about the opinions of 
others, that we are satisfied to be 
nothing whatever in this world, and 
that our sole ambition is to “seek 
the things that are above,” — despite 
all this, in the secret recesses of our 
nature the heinous craving for the 
eyes of the world to notice us may be 
more prevalent than ever. 

Real men of God, true followers of 
Jesus Christ, generally have to en- 
dure persecutions. “All that will live 
godly in Christ Jesus shall suffer 
persecution.” 2 Tim. 3: 12. And every 
age has had its martyrs. 

The eyes of the world are not 
approvingly and favorably directed 
to men of God. Rather they are 
scanned with disapproval and com- 


tempt. With jeers and sneers the 
world buffets them about and ridi- 
cules them for what is considered 
senseless narrowmindedness.

Christian Opportunities 


(Excerpts from a paper prepared by Miss 
Tilda Holm, former Y.P.L.L. president, 

Central Lutheran Church, Edmonton.) 

The subject assigned me is “Oppor¬ 
tunities for soul winning and for per¬ 
sonal work among Christians.” 

Immediately the question suggests 
itself, Are there opportunities in our 
day? I think you will all agree that 
seldom, if ever, have there been more 
golden opportunities for Christian 
people to serve their fellowmen. 
There are, for instance, the millions 
of unchurched who won’t find Christ 
unless they are shown the way. 
Thousands of children need Christian 
guidance in word and example, and 
all around us are underprivileged 
people to whom we could and should 
minister in the spirit of Christian 
love. 

How do we meet these opportuni¬ 
ties? Do we follow the crowd, un- 
willing to accept responsibility, re- 
gardless of our own convictions? Are 
we, perchance, like the tramp who 
when asked how he decided in what 
direction to go replied that he always 
kept his back to the wind? We won’t 
become soul winners that way! 

To win a soul it is not enough to 
encourage him to be good, to live a 
clean life, and to take active part in 
the work of the church. A clear-cut 
testimony for Christ is required; on¬ 
ly the blood of Christ can wash away 
all sin. 

There are opportunities for soul 
winning in Sunday Schools, confir- 
mation classes, parochial schools, 
and other schools. Those who are 
privileged to teach have countless 
opportunities. The dynamic factor in 
shaping the world-view of any age 
is the type of education which trains 
its youth. Consciously or uncon- 
sciously the education of today 
moulds the thought of tomorrow. 
Hence, let us waste no opportunity 
to encourage and to assist young 
people to attend Christian schools; 
neither let the “It-is-no-use” excuse 
keep us from asking people to come 
to church, and to bring their children 
with them to Sunday School. 

God is showing us over and over 
again that the “fields are white unto 
harvest,” and may this year’s theme, 
“Conquering With Christ,” be the 
slogan of every local league. The 
greatest good we can do for any man 
is to introduce him to Jesus Christ. 

A Christian loves to have fellow- 
ship not only with God but also with 
other Christians, and the slermons 
which will do a young Christian the 
most; good are those expressed in the 
pure and radiant lives of good 


Recommendation from the 
International Board 
Of the Y.P.L.L. 

The International Board recom- 
mends that the Circuit presidents 
call the local League presidents to- 
gether for a meeting just prior to 
the Circuit convention, or during a 
meal-time period of the convention 
itself. At this meeting the Circuit 
president should: 1) See that all the 
local presidents get to know one an- 
other; 2) Check to see that they 
have reported the full roster of their 
local League officers to the Interna¬ 
tional YPLL headquarters; 3) Stress 
the use of Better Leagues, the Man- 
uals by Mrs. Eide, the new Junior 
League Manual, and the book of 
Church Holiday Programs; 4) Check 
on “Youth For Christ” contributions 
to see that all Leagues are doing 
their part; and 5) Acquaint the local 
presidents with other information 
gleaned from the District Board 
meeting which the circuit president 
attended. 

The Board has gone on record as 
considering the publication, “Favor- 
ite Hymns”, the best small hymnal 
of its type that has been made avail- 
able, especially at the low cost of 
25c, and recommends it for use by 
local Leagues. The book contains 
a large number of hymns for youth, 
including some of the choruses which 
they seem to receive enjoyment and 
blessing from singing. There is a 
possibility that this hymnal might 
be used by some Bible Camps instead 
of the regular Bible Camp notebook, 
though the latter has an advantage 
in that the pages provided for notes 
will encourage many campers to 
take down the inspiration which 
they receive from the Bible Camp 
classes.

The Soldier and Religion 

The soldier is constantly associated with 
his fellow comrades. Either he will merely 
drift along with the rest, or, if he has had 
Christian training, attend religious Services 
whenever possible, and seek his company 
among men he has learned to respect. 
There is a strange comfort in carrying your 
Testament in your left shirt pocket. It 
somehow makes you feel that you are close 
to God, and that He is directing your ways, 
through danger, trials, and temptation. 

In August, 1918, I was a sergeant sta- 
tioned at the battle front in France. Our 
battery of six-inch guns was in position 
when the enemy began to shell us quite 
heavily. We had to jump into our shel- 
ters consisting of hoies in the ground about 
five feet deep and four feet square, and 
covered with sheet iron and dirt on top. 
These hoies are sufficient protection against 
flying shrapnell, but not against direct hits, 
of course. 

A sergeant buddy “friend” and I shared 
such a shelter hoie together. The ground 
about us was trembling from the explosions 
of enemy shells, the shrapnell was glancing 
off the trees, making a singing sound in 
different pitches. 

My sergeant buddy was of the carefree 
type, whether at home or in camp. He 
never took religion very seriously, never 
went to church or attended any meetings 
in the camp, and did not have any Tes¬ 
tament. 

But now we were finally at the front, in 
close contact with the enemy, and in im- 
minent danger of losing our lives as we sat 
there huddled up in the shelter hoie. I 
noticed that he was pale and scared, and 
I must have been just as scared. Finally, 
when the shelling was at its worst, he 
managed to say to me, “Say, buddy, could 
I see your Testament?” Eagerly he read, 
surrendered to God, and was from that 
time a changed man. 

The papers a soldier receives in camp 
are usually passed from bunk to bunk. 
Since the soldier welcomes any spiritual 
reading matter, it would be nice if the 
Lutheran soldier could get his own church 
paper, such as the Lutheran Herald, The 
Shepherd, or other similar papers. If the 
church in this manner could keep in touch 
with her soldier boys, she would be going 
a long way toward “doing good” both for 
God and country.

Of many 
professing Christians it trumpets 
that they know mighty little of the 
love of Christ. He challenges us in 
Luke 16: 9 to so use money as to win 
friends for heaven. Isn’t that a glor- 
ious privilege

7:18. 

3. What God promises: Matt. 5:8; 
Ps. 24: 3, 4. 

4 What God has done that we 
might be different: 2 Cor.

1 John 1:7b; Eph. 1:7. 

5. The prayer of the seeking soul: 
Ps. 51: 9, 10; third stanza of “Rock 
of Ages.” 

Conclusion: The heart cleansed 
through the forgiveness of sins is not 
the basis for salvation. But it is an 
occasion for thanks to God. Then is 
Eph. 5: 18—21 possible.

The Lord Stretches the Penny 

So often people have said to me,. 
“Fd like to give something to mission 
work, but I have so little to give.” 
Oh, I wish the people of the church 
would reali3e that it is not the gifts. 
of thousands of dollars, or even of 
hundreds, that do all the work for 
God’s kingdom! As someone said to 
me not long ago, “It seems that God 
stretches the pennies like He blessed 
the little gift of the loaves and 
fishes.” 

There is much truth to that state- 
ment. Let me give you just a few 
incidents that show what even small 
gifts to God’s work can do. 

Lart year, after hearing one of 
our missionaries speak of the need 
in China, the Luther League at a 
place where I taught parochial school 
when in college sent me a gift of ten 
dollars to be used in mission work. 
The president, in a letter accom- 
panying the gift, made this state- 
ment: “We realize that this is only 
a very small gift, and the check 
should be much larger, but we hope 
that this will do a little good.” I 
felt that because this money had 
come from a young people’s group, 
it should go to young people’s work, 
and sent it to a missionary with this 
suggestion. And what did this ten 
dollars do? It sent a fine young; 
Christian Chinese woman to Bible 
School for a year! Just think of it 
— only ten dollars, but it gave one 
young woman a chance to prepara 
herself for service in God’s work in 
China. 

A gift of only one dollar was gi¬ 
ven to a missionary in the interior 
to be used for helping an old lady.... 
Only one dollar — and could such a 
small amount do any good? With 
forty cents a little old Chinese lady 
got a new roof for her hut and had 
enough money left to buy some food 
The remaining sixty cents was given 
to a widow who had three little 
children to support, and was enough 
to furnish her and her family with 
food for a time. Often just a little 
help when they are in need will bring^ 
people to have confidence in the 
church and they begin to come to its 
meetings. Soon they are so inter¬ 
ested that they want to study for 
baptism, and the little gift has 
brought another soul or souls into 
the kingdom of God! 

Pennies are such small bits of 
money, but they can do a world of 
good! Two pennies will buy a cate- 
chism in China; five pennies will buy 
a nice little Testament; ten pennies 
will buy a papercovered Bible. 

Yes, God does stretch the pennies! 
But most of us can afford to give 
more pennies! One dollar will feed 
two orphans for a month. TwO' 
dollars will almost support an evan¬ 
gelist for a month. Ten dollars will 
send a Chinese woman or man to 
Bible School for a year. 

“Whatsoever you do, in word or 
deed, do it all in the name of the 
Lord Jesus.” Truly, giving in His 
name is one of the greatest priv- 
ileges of the Christian. Let us open 
our eyes to the needs of the world. 
Then the Lord will open our hearts to 
give.
